Reds ‘Fine’ After ‘Bus Stop’ 


MOSCOW (UPI)—The Soviet 
Union today brought its three- 
man space ship safely back to 
earth. 


The pilot and his two passen­ 
gers 
were 
reported 
“ feeling 
fine." 


The space bus called Voskhod 
(Sunrise) orbited the earth 16 
times in 24 hours and 17 min­ 
utes, traveling 437,500 miles. 


Then, 
on 
orders 
from 
the 
ground the biggest of all space 
vehicles cam e back to earth at 
10:47 a m., (3:47 a m. EDT). 


It landed “ at the pre assigned 
area after successfully accom ­ 
plishing the set program of sci­ 
entific exploration,” said Tass, 
the official Soviet news agen­ 
cy. 
Tass did not say where Vosk­ 
hod was launched or where it 
landed. But it said it was de­ 
signed to stay up 24 hours, al­ 
though other sources indicated 
the space journey 
may 
have 
been 
planned 
for 
a 
longer 
period.

more than 1.060 miles south of 
Moscow. The Bochum Institute 
said the ship also cam e back 
to earth in the same place.) 
Radio Moscow said this was 


the shortest Soviet space jour­ 
ney 
since the 1961 
flight 
of 
Gherm an 
Titov, 
the 
second 
Russian cosmonaut to go into 
orbit, 
who 
traveled 
435.000 
miles. All other Soviet cosmo­ 
nauts have flown well over one 
million miles. The only Ameri­ 
can astronaut to travel farther 
than Titov so far is Gordon 
Cooper, who flew 575,000 miles 
17 months ago.

But no new d eath s w ere re­ 
ported and no new a r ea s w ere 
involved . Six deaths h ave been 
linked with the d ise a se , which 
is sp read by m osq u itoes. 
“ It still app ears that the peak 
of the outbreak w as reach ed the 
w eek of Sep tem b er 20." the d< 
p artm en t said. Colder w eather 
has killed m ost of the m osq u it­ 
oes and halted the worst of the 
ep id em ic, it added.
